LOQUSTS IN THE YANGTZE 
VALLEY: 


A ‘correspondent writes to tha N.-0. 


Dajly News as follows :— ‘

Natives allege that the swarms of loousts, 
which, invaded the Yangtze valley iv 
Augast last, havo doposited innumerable 
eggs in the ground, and that.nothing short 
ofa heavy fall’ of snow (or savero frost 7} 
during the ensuing winter, can prevent 
these eggs from developing by tho follow- 


ing spring. 


It is questionable whether the Chinese 
are acquainted with any system for dealing 
effectually with this plague, and in view of 
the probability of sufficiently mild weather, 
it way not, perhaps, be deemed out of 
place to draw attention, at tho prosent 
juncture, to the system so avccesafully tried 
in Cyprus during 1880 tu 1884. This was 
the invention of Mr R. Mattei, ‘C.31.G. 
who observed that white (some ten days 
after the locusts ara hatched) they march 
‘actoss:tho country in countless hosis,. no.
